As they approached 
Rigvnr* fired ou them with a repeating 
rifle^ killing Wood aud mortally wound- 
ing Baxter, who succeeded iu getting 
back to the mm* aud gmug the alarm. 


The white miners at ouc* organized 


and went to arrest Biggers. The latter 
iu the meantime had called in a number 
of his negro friends aud when the two 
parties met a pitched battle resulted, 
the negroes fleeing to the woods. It is 
now said th-it half a dozen or more ne- 
groes were aot down, several of wham 
were killed outright and the others 
badly wounded. Whether any of the 
whites were wounded or not can not be 
learned.

The 
bubbles prod need are very persistent and 
consequently can be made useful in the 
study of phenomena relating to thin 
lannme and in making photographs in 
which soup bubble* play a part.

In all 52 varieties are recommended, 
but the mart prominent are Wilaon, 
Crescent, Bubach, Havorlaud. Parker 
Earle, Warfield, Michel, Gaudy and 
Jessie. 


From the Utah cornea a bulletin giv- 


ing notes on 14 varieties of strawber- 
ries, and Parker Earle, Sbarpless and 
Thompson No. 7 are recommended. 


On tbe grounds of the Colorado sta- 


tion 88 varieties were tested. 


Michel Early if recommended as a de- 


sirable extra early berry, while tbe most 
attractive berry in appearance and flavor 
was Edward Favorite. For market va- 
rieties are recommended Warfield, Par- 
ker Earle, Edward Favorite, Boyntou 
and Woolverton.

Rnral New Yorker contributes tbe 


following points about greenhouse roofs : 
A pitch of 26 degrees, six inches to tbe 
foot, is about as flat as can be safely 
used. Thirty degrees, seven inches to 
tbe foot, is much better, as there is then 
enough adhesion of the inside drip to 
the glass to cany it down to the plate. 
Grooved sash bars are growing in favor 
and should be used, where obtainable, 
as tbey cost but a trine more than the 
plain bars and carry off considerable 
leakage and condensed moisture that 
might otherwise drip. They do not 
gather moi.iture from the glass between 
the bars. 


Short-span-to-the-sonth greenhouses 


are still in an experimental state. The 
general consensus of opinion seems to 
be that tbey admit more sunlight at 
midwinter than the usual style and less 
At the beginning and end of the season, 
when the angle of tbe mm is passing 
tbat of the northern slope. They are 
cooler and more comfortable in summer. 
The one serious objection, which great- 
ly limits their range of usefulness, is 
that, if tall growing plants are placed 
in the front or south bench, where the 
bead room is greatest, they shade the re 
maming portions of the house badly, as 
the north bench must of necessity be 
placed low. Very good results are claim- 
ed when low plants requiring much sun- 
light are grown. .
